For Mark Wanlciewicz, Re¬ 
membrance Day is a family 
affair. 

A veteran himself, Wan- 
lciewicz came out to the City 
Hall Remembrance Day cere¬ 
mony Tuesday to remember 
his father and mother. 

Wankiewicz placed a 
wreath at the cenotaph in 
honour of his parents, who 
both served in the Second 
World War and were brought 
together through it. 

His father Frank served 
with the Polish Army and 


spent two years in a prisoner 
of war camp, before stints 
with the Free French Army 
and finally returning to Pol¬ 
ish forces in England, where 
he met Mark’s mother. 

She was working with the 
Royal Air Force, plotting tar¬ 
gets and units on giant maps 
in the force’s headquarters. 

“My father and mother 
met at a dance for militaiy 
people in England and the 
rest was history,” he said. 

Given his parents’ back¬ 
ground, he said he and sever¬ 
al other relatives have all felt 
the need to serve. 

“It’s always been in our 
family,” he said. 

Wankiewicz said he has 
noticed a change in the cere¬ 
monies recently, with the 
war in Afghanistan and the 
deaths of Warrant Officer Pa¬ 
trice Vincent and Cpl. Nathan 
Cirillo. 

“There is definitely a lot 


more public support,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson also 
spoke to the large crowd that 
assembled first inside city 
hall and then braved the bit¬ 
ter cold for the service at the 
cenotaph. 

He said it was important 
to remember the cost of past 
wars, as well as the ongoing 
price of liberty. 

“Today we join Canadians 
across our nation to pause 
and lay tribute to those who 
fought and still fight to pre¬ 
serve our way of life,” he said. 

He said most Canadians no 
longer have a direct experi¬ 
ence with war, but the legacy 
of those who fought impacts 
us every day. 

“Our freedom to follow 
our diverse religious beliefs, 
to elect governments of our 
choosing, to speak our mind, 
all survive today because of 
the sacrifice so many Can¬ 
adians made.”

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Fighting back 


Localcompany 
joins national 
Uberpush 

A local cab company is 
joining forces with others 
across the countiy to fight 
back against Uber. 

Phil Strong, president of 
Yellow Cab, has joined with 
companies across the coun¬ 
tiy pushing back against 
the ride-share company. He 
said they need the strength 
in numbers. 

“Uber is a big player 
and we have to join forces, 
otherwise it’s too much 
like David versus Goliath,” 
he said. Strong said Uber 
hasn’t played by the rules 
in other communities and 
he believes people should 
be more aware of the com¬ 
pany’s track record. 

“They tell the regulators 
they will abide by the rules 
and then they do what they 
damned well want,” he said. 

He said regulations 
around insurance and driv¬ 
er checks aren’t followed 
nearly as stringently and 
people should be aware. 

“They don’t have the 
right insurance. They don’t 
vet their people properly, 
but they claim to have all 
of that,” he said. “Don’t 
believe a word they say.” 

Lauren Altmin, a spokes¬ 
woman for Uber, described 
the new effort as a “desper¬ 
ate” campaign by a dying 
industiy. “For decades, the 
Canadian taxi industiy 
cared nothing about work¬ 
ing to serve residents and 
visitors. Rather than make 
an effort to listen and meet 
consumer expectations of 
quality, safety and reliabil¬ 
ity, they’re undertaking a 
smear campaign to protect 
their cartel,” she said. 

She said Uber stands by 
its record.

Edmonton cab drivers con¬ 
sidering signing up with the 
taxi-alternative Uber could lose 
their jobs, as two city compan¬ 
ies have issued threats against 
such an endeavour. 

Metro has learned two city 
cab companies have warned 
their drivers they will be ter¬ 
minated if they register with 
Uber, the U.S.-based tech com¬ 
pany that has been rumoured 
to launch in Edmonton. 


According to President at 
United Cabbies Association of 
Edmonton Balraj Manhas, Yel¬ 
low Cab and Co-Op Taxi issued 
the warning to drivers last 
week after Uber held a three- 
day driver registration session 
in Edmonton. 

“It’s a warning to the drivers 
— don’t sign with Uber,” said 
Manhas, who also works as a 
cab driver in the city. 

Manhas provided Metro 
with a photo taken of a Co-Op 
Taxi dispatch computer that 
read: “Attention all owners & 
drivers: If we find anyone regis¬ 
tering with Uber, they will be 
terminated immediately. Per 
GM.” 

Manhas, who drove with 
Yellow Cab for almost 15 years, 
said he was shown the message 
from a Co-op Taxi driver and

Broken LRT escalators could get 
fixed if budget funding approved 


Accessibility for all. 
Getting riders into the 
stations necessity: Union 


Some of the city’s LRT escal¬ 
ators could be fixed if council 
approves a budget package put 
forth by administration to in¬ 
vest in more than $11.8 million 
in the moving stairways. 

Coliseum, Stadium, Bay, 
Corona, Central, University and 
Grandin are all on the list to get 
elevator or escalator upgrades 
since they “have significantly 
exceeded their expected life 
span resulting in an overall 
reduction in reliability,” reads 
the capital budget profile. The 
report also says there’s “sig¬ 
nificant safety concerns” with 
some of the escalators and ele¬ 
vators at the original stations. 

Repairing the escalators 
is something that has been 
brought forward by city coun¬ 
cillors before, including Mayor 
Don Iveson, who said two 
weeks ago he supports funding

to get escalators fixed so it’s less 
of a nuisance for riders. 

Brendan Van Alstine, head 
of the Transit Riders Union of 
Edmonton, echoes the mayor’s 
statement, saying “accessibility 
to the stations is very import¬ 
ant” and that all stations should 
be “accessible and have work¬ 
ing elevators.” 

Administration estimates a 
new escalator will cost $1.5 mil¬ 
lion, with anticipated reduced 
energy consumption.

More cash needed for summer community programs

Keeping kids active on sum¬ 
mer vacation is on Edmonton 
Coun. Mike Nickel’s to-do list, 
as he lobbies for city money 
to keep the Green Shack pro¬ 
gram afloat. 

Nickel told Metro Tuesday 
he will ask council to fund 
full-time staff for the summer 
recreation program in 25 of 
the city’s high-need commun¬ 
ities in next year’s budget. 

The Green Shack pro¬ 
gram, which offers summer 
activities to children aged 


six to 12, was once funded 
with provincial grants, but 
the province stopped fund¬ 
ing in 2013. The city allo¬ 
cated $275,000 in funding 
toward the program so it 
could continue. 

“I’m not asking for it for 
the whole city,” said Nickel. 
“I’ve taken the top 25 neigh¬ 
bourhoods and these are 
some of the highest need 
neighbourhoods in terms of 
recreation.” 

Nickel said for some chil¬ 


dren, the Green Shack pro¬ 
gram is the only recreation 
they get during their summer 
months. 

Edmonton exercise advo¬ 
cate Cheryl Schneider had 
brought her concern to Nick¬ 
el when the province stopped 
funding the program. 

The founder of No More 
Excuses said the Green 
Shack program is impera¬ 
tive in certain Edmonton 
neighbourhoods. 

“I think the Green Shack 


in affluent and middle class 
neighbourhoods, it’s a good 
program,” she said. “I think 
in high-needs areas, it’s vital. 
It’s the only place some kids 
have when home is not safe.” 

Schneider said for 10 
months of the year, kids are 
kept busy in school but for 
the two summer months, 
some city children are left 
without any support. 

“These kids have to have 
something to fall back on,”

A group of Edmonton cat 
lovers is hoping to give aban¬ 
doned felines an extra life, as 
its members vie for a grant to 
open a safe haven for home¬ 
less animals in the city. 

Saving Animals from 
Euthanasia (SAFE) is in the 
running for a $100,000 na¬ 
tional grant, aiming to open 
an Edmonton shelter for 
abandoned, neglected or 
abused cats. 

SAFE president and 
founder Kirby Seidler said, 
since the group’s inception 


in 2010, the plan has always 
been to build a shelter. 

“Right from the beginning

Imperial Oil Ltd. says its Kearl 
oilsands project will be shut 
down for several weeks as a 
precaution while the company 
deals with an equipment mal¬ 
function. 

Imperial says it will install 
replacement parts to deal with 
vibration detected at Keari’s 
ore-crusher unit. 

It didn’t provide an estimate 
about how much production 
will be lost during that period 
or provide a target date for a 


startup. 

Kearl had been producing 
about 92,000 barrels per day 
on average through the third 
quarter, excluding the impact 
of a 14-day shutdown in Sep¬ 
tember. 

It was designed to produce 
up to 110,000 barrels per day 
but hasn’t reached that level 
since startup 18 months ago. 

The oilsands operation — 
about 70 kilometres north of 
Fort McMurray — is a joint ven-

ture between Imperial Oil and 
its parent, Exxon Mobil Corp., 
which owns a majority of the 
Canadian company’s stock. 

The company met legal and 
regulatoiy delays in bringing

Korean-made equipment to 
the mine site, which were 
shipped across the Pacific and 
then through the United States 
and Canada by river barge and 
truck. 

The 200 modules had to be 
broken up into smaller pieces 
so they could be transported 
along highways in Idaho and 
Montana and then put together 
again near Edmonton.

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Magnotta said he thought 
Jim Lin was a government 
agent, psychiatrist testifies 


Murder trial. 

Magnotta has admitted 
to killing Jun Lin, but 
pleaded not guilty by 
way of mental disorder 


Luka Rocco Magnotta believed 
Jun Lin was a Canadian gov¬ 
ernment agent sent to kill him 
the night the Chinese student 
was slain and dismembered, a 
psychiatrist testified Tuesday. 

Magnotta’s version of 
events was given earlier this 
year to Marie-Frederique Al¬ 
lard, who assessed him for 
criminal responsibility. 

Her report is central to the 
defence case in light of the vari¬ 
ous charges Magnotta faces re¬ 
lated to Lin’s slaying. 

Magnotta, 32, has admitted 
to killing Lin in May 2012 but 
has pleaded not guilty by way 
of mental disorder. 

While police were never 
able to determine how the two 



men met, Allard said Magnotta 
told her it occurred after he 
placed an advertisement on 
Craigslist seeking a bondage 
partner. Lin replied to the ad 
and they met in person briefly 
for the first time before walk¬ 
ing several blocks to Magnotta’s 
apartment. 

Allard said Magnotta told 
them they drank wine and had 
sex. Magnotta was the first to 
be tied up, but complained 
Lin was going too fast and was 
hurting him. 

The jury then heard from 
Allard that Magnotta became 


anxious and took some sleep 
medication, with Lin asking 
for some. Magnotta said he 
thought he saw a black car 
parked outside his building and 
became paranoid about a gov¬ 
ernment conspiracy involving 
Lin, Allard testified. 

Allard said Magnotta began 
hearing voices telling him to 
tie up Lin and to “cut it.” Subse¬ 
quently, Lin had his throat cut. 

In earlier testimony, Allard 
said Magnotta told her that an 
email he sent a British tabloid 
foretelling the murder of a hu¬ 
man being was meant only as 
a threat to a journalist who’d 
ambushed him. The Crown 
contends the communication 
to the London Sun suggests 
Magnotta was planning a slay¬ 
ing up to six months in advance 
of Lin’s killing. 

Allard, a forensic psych¬ 
iatrist, has said she believes 
Magnotta was suffering from 
schizophrenia and was in a 
psychosis when he killed Lin.

One activist fighting 
the Keystone XL project in 
Nebraska says landowners 
will sue should President 
Barack Obama sign any 
pro-Keystone bill passed 
by the new Congress. 

Jane Kleeb says the 
grounds for such a suit 
would be constitutional, 
and revolve around 
whether Congress actually 
has the power to pass 
legislation on such cross- 
border infrastructure. 

She compares it to the 
case currently before the 
Nebraska courts, which 
argues that the process 
to approve the route in 
that state was unconstitu¬ 
tional.

50,000 gather in Ottawa 
to honour Canada’s vets 


Remembrance Day. 

Huge crowd salutes Cpl. 
Nathan Cirillo, Warrant 
Officer Patrice Vincent 
and all of nation’s heroes

ponder our identity as the very symbols of our 
peace and freedom were violated.”

It was a Remembrance Day like 
no other for many Canadians. 

Tens of thousands of people 
gathered at the National War 
Memorial in Ottawa on Tues¬ 
day, where on Oct. 22 Cpl. 
Nathan Cirillo was murdered 
by a gunman who then at¬ 
tacked Parliament — an assault 
that followed a fatal attack on 
Warrant Officer Patrice Vincent 
in Quebec two days before. 

As Gov. Gen. David Johnston 
re-dedicated the National War 
Memorial, which now recogniz¬ 
es the mission in Afghanistan 
and the South African War, 


he paid tribute to Vincent and 
Cirillo, and to the many others 
who died and are represented 
by the Unknown Soldier. 

“We will stand on guard 
for him and for them, as did 
Nathan Cirillo, who takes his 
place among them,” Johnston 
told the crowd. “We will strive 
for peace and for freedom, as 
did Patrice Vincent, who joins 
them also.” 

The crowd was also there to 
honour living veterans like Ret. 
Sgt. RolyArmitage. 

Sitting in the front row with 
his partner, Connie Bertrand, 
the Second World War veteran 


was thinking of Canada’s two 
most recent losses and of his 
comrades from long ago. 

“These two boys who have 
been killed in the last couple 
weeks, they were in uniform 
— they have to be prepared for 
that sort of thing,” he said. “It’s 
a sad, sad situation.” 

Armitage, 89, was a range 
finder with the Royal Canadian 
Artilleiy. He said he had to 
come to the ceremony because 
remembering his comrades 
provides him a sense of heal¬ 
ing. 

“It (makes me) feel better 
that I remember those guys. 


They’re closer than your broth¬ 
ers. We were together all that 
time and we depended on each 
other,” he said. 

Remembrance Day usu¬ 
ally attracts around 35,000 to 
downtown Ottawa, but police 
estimate this year’s crowd to be 
about 50,000 people. 

Dorothy Goubault shouted 
“Thank you!” to veterans as 
they marched past Princess 
Anne, Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and other dignitaries. 
She started coming to Remem¬ 
brance Day ceremonies in 1970 
at age 18. 

“When I started coming out 
to this right after getting out of 
high school, there was hardly 
anyone who came out,” she 
said. “Because we have such a 
wonderful country, more and 
more people are starting to ap¬ 
preciate what we do have.”

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South Korean ferry captain gets 36 years 



More than 300 dead. 

Captain Lee Joon-seok 
acquitted of homicide 
charge, found 
guilty of negligence 
and abandoning 
passengers in crisis 


Enraged parents wept and 


screamed as a judge sentenced 
a South Korean ferry captain 
to 36 years in prison Tuesday 
for negligence and abandoning 
passengers when his ship sank 
earlier this year, killing more 
than 300 people, mostly high 
school students. 

The highly anticipated ver¬ 
dict came on the same day of¬ 
ficials called off searches for the 
final nine victims. 

Victims’ relatives immedi¬ 


ately criticized the sentences 
for captain Lee Joon-seok and 
14 other crew members as too 
lenient. Lee was acquitted of a 
homicide charge, which could 
have carried a death sentence, 
because the court said there 
wasn’t proof that he knew his 
actions would cause such a 
massive loss of life. 

“Do you know how many 
children are dead?” one relative 
shouted out during the senten¬ 


cing, according to Kook Joung- 
don, a lawyer for the relatives. 

Most of the ferry passengers 
were teenagers taking a school 
trip to a southern island, and 
many student survivors have 
said they were repeatedly or¬ 
dered over a loudspeaker to 
stay on the sinking ship and 
that they didn’t remember any 
evacuation order being given 
before they helped each other 
flee the vessel. 


Lee said he issued an evacua¬ 
tion order, but told reporters 
after his arrest he withheld 
the evacuation order because 
he feared for the passengers’ 
safety in the cold, swift waters. 

An official from the Justice 
Ministiy, who requested ano¬ 
nymity because of office rules, 
said Lee, 69, technically will be 
eligible for parole after serving 
one-third of his prison sen¬ 
tence.

‘That is not usual.’ Deaths 
uncommon in sterilization 
program: Medical officer 


Eight Indian women have 
died and 20 others were in 
critical condition Tuesday 
after undergoing sterilization 
surgeries in a free govern¬ 
ment-run program to help 
slow the countiy’s population 
growth. 

A total of 83 women, all 
poor villagers under the age 
of 32, had the operations Sat¬ 
urday in a hospital outside 
Bilaspur city in the central 
state of Chhattisgarh. All 83 
surgeries were conducted 
within six hours, and each 
woman received a payment 
of 600 rupees, said the state’s 
chief medical officer, Dr. S.K. 
Mandal. 

“That is not usual,” he said, 
but declined to comment fur¬ 


ther on what might have gone 
wrong until autopsies are con¬ 
ducted on the victims. 

A federal Health Min¬ 
istiy spokeswoman declined 
comment on whether the 
government has set steril¬ 
ization quotas, while activists 
blame the quotas for leading 
health authorities to pressure 
women into surgeiy rather 
than opt for contraception. 

India’s government has 
been long concerned about 
the rapid growth of its popu¬ 
lation, which has reached 1.3 
billion people. The countiy 
has the highest rate of ster¬ 
ilizations among women at 
37 per cent, sitting ahead of 
China at 29 per cent.

Internet innovation? 


America. Obama aims 
to impose new rules 
on high-speed Internet 
service providers, but 
industry leaders warn 
that would stifle progress 


Let’s say President Barack 
Obama gets his way and high¬ 
speed Internet service providers 
are governed by the same U.S. 
regulations imposed on tele¬ 
phone companies 80 years ago. 

Depending on whom you 
listen to, the rules could un¬ 
leash future innovation and cre¬ 
ate jobs — or stifle innovation 
and kill jobs. The divisive and 
often confusing debate has in¬ 
tensified now that Obama has 
entered the fray.

A road for pedal power and solar power 



A project dubbed “SolaRoad” 
gets underway in the Nether¬ 
lands this week, testing road¬ 
ways as a potential canvas to 
collect solar energy. Fittingly 
for the cycle-crazy Dutch, the 
first SolaRoad is a bike path 
not far from Amsterdam. 

The path is built of mas¬ 
sive, Lego-lilce modules of 
solar panels embedded in 
concrete, each with heavy- 
duty glass on top protecting 
them from wear. An addition¬ 
al rough translucent plastic 
coating ensures bikers don’t 
slip. 

Sten de Wit of engineering 
firm TNO said Tuesday each 
square metre of road gener¬ 
ates 50-70 kilowatt hours of 
energy per year. 

That’s about enough for 
the initial strip of 70 yards to 
supply power to one or two

The test in the town of 
Krommenie is slated to run 
three years and will cost 
three million euros ($3.7 mil¬ 
lion US), funded equally by 
the province of North Hol¬ 
land and a consortium of 
Dutch companies eager to 
commercialize solar roads.

As solar cells get ever- 
cheaper and more efficient, 
installation and maintenance 
are quickly becoming the 
most expensive part of solar

Europe marked Armistice Day 
Tuesday with ceremonies and 
moments of silence as France 
opened an international 
memorialon a former 
battlefield. 

This year's events had special 
significance because 20 i 4 isthe 


centenary of the start of the First 
World War. Tuesday marked 
theg 6 th anniversary of the 
armistice that ended the war on 
Nov. 11,1918. 

French President Frangois 
Hollande inaugurated an 
international war memorial at 
Notre-Dame-de-Lorette, in 
northern France, in the presence 
of German, British and Belgian 
officials. The Ring of Memory 


carries the na mes of 600,000 
soldiersfrom morethan40 
countries who died in the region 
during the war. Names are listed 
alphabetically, withouttheir 
nationalities. 

“Yesterday's enemies, these 
men are now reunited in death as 
if they belong to the same family/' 
said Hollande. 

In Britain, thousands gathered 
attheTowerof London, where a 


blood-red sea of ceramic poppies 
spilled into the moat as part of an 
art installation paying tribute to 
soldiers killed in the fighting. 

A 13-year-old army cadet, 
Harry Hayes, planted thefinal 
poppy — the last of the 888,246 
glass flowers. Among the dead 
was Hayes' great-great-great- 
uncle, Pte. Patrick Kelly of the 1 st 
Battalion, Irish Guards.

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Short is humble, I must say 



Books. SCTVand SNL 
funnyman Martin Short 
is philosophical about 
life’s ups and downs 


Martin Short says the rea¬ 
son he found the strength to 
keep going after his wife’s 
death is simple: “We go on.” 

“Whatever we think it’s 
going to be, the sun will 
come up, and you have to 
eat lunch,” he said in a re¬ 
cent interview. “It’s just life. 
We are all going to perish. I 
think we all naturally, under¬ 
standably, live in denial of 
that.” 

Short, 64, reflects on both 
comedy and tragedy in his 
new memoir, I Must Say: My 
Life as a Humble Comedy 
Legend. The book details his 
journey to the top, from his 
early years as a member of 
Toronto’s Second City im- 
prov troupe to the set of Sat¬ 
urday Night Live and to the 
big screen in films including 
Father of the Bride. 

He writes that the death of 
his beloved wife of 30 years, 
Nancy Dolman, in 2010 is “by 
far the most awful thing I’ve 
been through.” But he says 
he found strength for the 
sake of his three adult chil¬ 
dren. The night before Nancy 
died, Short told his youngest 
son Hemy, “This will make 
you stronger. This will make 
you more determined.” 

“If I had no children, 
maybe I could have said, ‘You 
know what? That’s it for a 
public life,”’ Short said. “But 


I have three kids, so they 
look to you to see what’s the 
next step. ‘Do we still have a 
family? Are we still a united 
front?’ It’s up to papa to 
make sure.” 

Short recalled throwing 
himself into work in the 
time after his wife’s death. 
In a notorious episode of the 
Today show in March 2012, 
host Kathie Lee Gifford asked 
Short about his “great” mar¬ 
riage, apparently unaware 
Nancy had died. 

He addresses the inci¬ 
dent in his book, saying he 
has never felt any malice 
toward Gifford for the gaffe. 
“Besides, Kathie Lee wasn’t

man-child character Ed Grimley 
became a standout. 


• He reveals in the book that 
spiky-haired Ed was not 
only beloved to fans, but 
also had a special place in 
his marriage. 


• “If we were having a fight 


wrong,” he writes. “Nan and 
I did have one of the greatest 
marriages in show business.” 


and I wasn't backing down, 
she'd say, ‘I don’t want to 
talk to you anymore, I want 
to talk to Ed,”’ he recalled. 


• Then adopting Ed’s gushing 
voice: “‘Oh Miss Nancy, can 
you believe how stubborn 
he is? He’s so self-absorbed 
and desperate and doesn’t 
appreciate how beautiful 
you are, I must say.'” 


While growing up in 
Hamilton, Ont., Short’s four 
older siblings and both par¬ 


ents were constantly crack¬ 
ing jokes, “ft was trickle- 
down funny,” he said. 

But his youth was marked 
by loss as well. When Short 
was 12, his eldest brother 
David died in a car accident. 
Then when he was 17, his 
mother died of cancer, and 
two years later, his father 
died of complications from 
a stroke. 

He recalled that in his 
early days, he quickly learn¬ 
ed he had to know how to 
do everything — act, sing, 
dance, be funny — to suc¬ 
ceed. Short eventually land¬ 
ed at Second City before join¬ 
ing the cast of SCTV in 1982. 

These days Short is still a 
sought-after film and stage 
actor. He has a role in Paul 
Thomas Anderson’s upcom¬ 
ing film Inherent Vice, and 
will replace Nathan Lane in 
It’s Only a Play on Broadway 
in January. 

But for all his success, 
Short acknowledged he has 
never had a long-running 
sitcom or a box-office smash 
(apart from the Father of the 
Bride movies). He said that’s 
never bothered him much, 
however. 

“Well, you weren’t 
thrilled when your film 
Innerspace didn’t go through 
the roof, but I’ve never been 
drawn toward negative 
energy. So you take it in, you 
go, ‘Hmm,’ but then you go 
for a swim or something,” he 
said, “ft didn’t make sense to 
wring your hands too long. I 
mean, prick me and I bleed, 
but then I put a bandage on.”

A new installment of block¬ 
buster video game Assassin’s 
Creed made its worldwide 
debut Tuesday, allowing 
players to wield deadly skills 
on the streets of Paris dur¬ 
ing the French Revolution.

Hollywood aims to 
reclaim its crown as 
world’s film capital 

Los Angeles famously calls 
itself the Entertainment Cap¬ 
ital of the World. But the real¬ 
ity is, many filmmakers have 
long since fled to cheaper 
locations in London, New 
York, Canada and elsewhere. 

Now Hollywood is battling 
to win back its title. 


In a bid to regain the 
initiative California tripled its 
tax credits this year for film¬ 
makers, to $330 million US 
per year compared to $100 
milhon per year previously. 

The strategy has worked: 
in the third quarter of 2014 
TV production in LA. surged 
by 31 per cent year-on-year. 

“While we are still try¬

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Catch Mary Pratt’s work in Halifax this winter

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Nova Scotia, one bowl of chowder at a time 


Chowder Trail. Have 
a hankering for 
something hearty? 
Check out one of the 
60 featured chowders 
on this culinary trek 


There are plenty of ways to 
make seafood chowder. In Nova 
Scotia, there’s also no shortage 
of places to try it out. 

At the Salt Shaker Deli in 
Lunenburg, it’s done with 
scallops, mussels, shrimp and 
smoked haddock. Le Caveau, a 
restaurant at the Domaine de 
Grand Pre wineiy in Grand Pre, 
serves its lobster and scallop 
chowder in a Spanish almond 
broth with spring onions and 
smoked paprika on top. 

Sixty chowders across the 
province are featured in the 
2014 edition of Nova Scotia’s 
Chowder Trail, almost double 
last year’s number, said Chris¬ 
tine White, a spokesperson for 
Taste of Nova Scotia, the organ¬ 
ization behind the idea, now in 
its third year. 

“What makes the Chow¬ 


der Trail unique is that eveiy 
chowder is different,” she said, 
adding it’s a great way “to taste 
your way around the province.” 

And when it comes to sea¬ 
food chowder, there are strong 
personal preferences. 

“If you ask people what their 
favourite chowder is, you’ll get 
all different answers,” White 
said. “For some people, it has 
to be creamy and thick. Other 
people don’t like potatoes in it. 
For others it’s not a chowder if 
it doesn’t have potatoes, lobster 
and mussels in it.” 

At a chowder cook-off this 
year, featuring some of the 
restaurants on the trail, chef 
Thomas Carey of Pictou Lodge 
Beach Resort was named cham¬ 
pion for a concoction that in¬ 
cluded double-smoked bacon, 
Nova Scotia mussels, fresh 
Atlantic scallops, haddock and 
fresh chopped tarragon. 

Mark Gabrieau of Gab- 
rieau’s Bistro in Antigonish 
came in second, and Craig Flinn 
of Chives Canadian Bistro in 
Halifax was third. 

A cookbook highlighting re¬ 
cipes for some of the trail chow¬ 
ders was published earlier this 
year, the Canadian press

Nichols had a 62.3 per cent 
completion average (94 of 151) 
for 1,014 yards but threw more 
interceptions (five) than TDs 
(four).

Performance trumps appearance

Review. Jetta’s looks 
won't get young fans 
swooning, but its silky 
smooth ride will have 
many drivers crooning

Some nameplates present a 
consistent personality to the 
world through eveiy genera¬ 
tional overhaul. Volkswagen’s 
Jetta is not one of them. 

Originally a tidy, premium 
compact, with a European 
and sporty flavour, it became a 
more mainstream North Amer¬ 
ican product back in 2011, 
with an overhaul that made it 
larger and less premium. 

This was done to bring it 
more into line with its rivals. 
But those rivals have been go¬ 
ing the other way — offering 
more premium styling, per¬ 
formance, comfort and fea¬ 
tures. So VW has updated Jetta 
with a more sophisticated rear 
suspension and better brakes. 
As a result, its on-road dynam¬ 
ics are now a positive feature. 

It also got a great new 
engine option last year: the 
1.8-litre TSI four-cylinder with 
direct injection and turbo¬ 


charging. This engine is silky 
smooth and powerful, and of¬ 
fers very decent fuel economy. 

The 2015 Jetta is also the 
first model to offer VW’s new 
2.0-litre TDI diesel engine. 

Other changes include new 
front and rear styling updates 
— including optional head¬ 
lamp clusters with banks of 
LEDs that have the ability to 
shed light around the comer 
you’re entering. 

The exterior changes won’t 
transform Jetta into an object 
of vehicle lust — few young 
auto fans hang posters of Jettas 
on their bedroom walls. But 


the chunky and upright body 
design is veiy good at other 
things — like outward visibil¬ 
ity and the ability to carry five 
people in top comfort. Jetta’s 
trunk also continues to be the 
largest in this class. 

VW has also been grad¬ 
ually upgrading the low-rent 
interior, which was part of 
that 2011 redesign. For 2015, 
a back-up camera is now stan¬ 
dard, and buyers can choose 
to upgrade the cabin with 
soft-touch materials, ambient 
lighting, piano-black accents, 
and a two-tone treatment (cer- 
amique and titan black). 


It’s an entirely comfortable 
place, with intuitive switch- 
gear, but it remains a step 
behind competitors in connec¬ 
tivity and infotainment. For 
instance, there is no USB port. 

The automatic transmis¬ 
sion paired with the 1.8 TSI 
engine is a conventional six- 
speed, while the TDI is paired 
with a DSG automatic. 

The overall refinement of 
the TSI pairing greatly contrib¬ 
uted to a premium feel, as did 
the seats. 

Overall, I give the 2015 VW 
Jetta an enthusiastic vote of ap¬ 
proval.

People commonly say a car 
has a “coat of paint,” but 
there’s a lot more to it than 
that. That shiny surface is ac¬ 
tually several separate coats, 
all of which add special prop¬ 
erties to the final finish. 

“When you look at a car, 
what you’re typically touch¬ 
ing and feeling on the major¬ 
ity of them is clear coat,” says 
Bill Suzuki, technical service 
representative for 3M’s auto¬ 
motive aftermarket division. 
“It’s a clear paint that’s made 
to enhance the gloss of the 
colour and maintain better 
UV stability to guard against 
dulling.” 

Steel for the car’s body 
comes into the factoiy al¬ 
ready galvanized, but the 


automaker will add an elec¬ 
trostatic coating, “which is 
the primary defence against 
the steel corroding,” Suzuki 
says. 

The next coat is primer. 
It provides some protection 


itself, but its main purpose 
is to create a uniform surface 
for the paint. 

Some of the car’s lower 
parts, such as the rockers 
under the doors, may be 
sprayed with a rubberized 




undercoating that’s known as 
rock guard. Applied over the 
primer, but under the paint, 
it helps protect the car from 
rocks and gravel thrown up 
by the wheels. 

The next stage is the paint, 


which gives the car its colour. 
On older vehicles, this used 
to be the final coat. It was 
known as single-stage paint 
and it gave the car both its 
colour and its glossy finish, 
but was prone to oxidation 
and weathering. 

On a hot day, especially 
with red paint that was a few 
years old and oxidized, touch¬ 
ing the car could often stain 
your hand. 

On today’s cars, the paint 
is dull after it’s dried and 
heat-cured, and that final 
clear coat gives the finish its 
shine. Depending on the col¬ 
our, the car may need a few 
different coats of paint under 
the clear coat, which can give 
it a pearlescent sheen. 

If the car is damaged and 
needs to be repainted, the 
body shop has to repair the 
finish to match the rest of 
the paint. Good preparation 
is essential: not only does any 
bodyfiller have to be sanded 
absolutely smooth so the 
panel looks straight, but the 
layers of primer, paint and 
clear coat have to match and 
adhere to the existing paint. 

“We sand areas to be 


Paint protection 


• Some colour fading 
does happen over time, 
and repair shops have 
to match the new paint 
to the old.

painted because it increases 
the surface area for the paint 
to grab onto,” Suzuki says. “If 
it’s not scuffed, you could get 
into problems with paint ad¬ 
hesion. You have to make the 
panel look a lot worse before 
you make it look better.”

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Gunning for a sporty compromise

My mission, should I choose 
to accept it, contained words 
about security, keeping things 
top-secret and some other 
stealth lingo. After reading its 
entirety, I fully expected my 
email to self-destruct. 

But I was off to Daytona 
Beach to test-ride the all-new 
2015 Victory Gunner, which 
has a starting price of $14,499. 

The bike stood out for its 
stealth matte gun-metal looks 
and its sleek, smooth, design. 
The signature Victory tank 
smoothly flows into the frame, 
making the silhouette appear 
as one line. This edgy bobber 
has basic instruments and light¬ 
ing, but detailed styling and 
ergonomics. 

The looks are similar to the 
2014 Victory Judge, but two 


areas that came up short with 
that bike appear to be addressed 
on the Gunner — my reach is a 
perfect distance to the bars and 
my legs rest comfortably on the 
forward controls. 

The Gunner has drag-style 
bars — wide and ideal for 
sweeping turns and touring 
comfort, but a bit of a stretch 
for tighter comers. 

Riding without a shield is 
surprisingly effortless, perhaps 
due in part to the low seating 
position of 25 inches. The con¬ 
trols are forward enough to ac¬ 
commodate the longer-legged 
but not so far forward as to tilt 
the pelvis. 

With only four inches of 
ground clearance, it is no 
wonder that the pegs come 
standard with scrape bars. Rid¬ 
ing through traffic, my rubber- 
soled boots stuck to the pegs 
more than once. 

As I made my way through 
the first half of the 6-speed 
transmission, the 106-cubic- 
inch V-twin delivered instant 
power. 

In fourth and fifth gears, the 
power came later in the rpm. 
So much so that I did not feel 


the need for sixth gear, as I was 
already doing 120 km/h and 
still had plenty of room. “You 
need to be flying at around 140 
km/h to need sixth” one rider 
said. 

This 1,731-cc powerhouse is 


smooth with a telescopic front 
fork, although the rear shock is 
a little tougher over the bumps. 

With beefy Dunlop tires, I 
expected to have to muscle the 
Gunner around somewhat, but 
was pleasantly surprised with 


the agility of this 660-pound 
beast. 

At higher speeds, the ride 
seemed to be much bouncier, 
but it was difficult to decipher 
whether the tires or the suspen¬ 
sion was to blame. 


The skyline was barely 
shrinking in my side mirrors 
when the phone in my pocket 
began to light up. I peeled off at 
the next exit and pulled over. 

Apparently, my Gunner 
was late for a beauty pageant. 
A photo shoot had been sched¬ 
uled and the one I was so com¬ 
fortably enjoying had a few 
extra bells and whistles specif¬ 
ically installed for photographs. 
My mission was being recalled. 

Back in B.C., a few days later, 
I found another Gunner at the 
local Victory dealership and ar¬ 
ranged to take it for die after¬ 
noon to finish my review. 

Opening up die throttle on 
Hwy. 97,1 immediately noticed 
the roar of the pipes. I didn’t re 
member the first Gunner hav¬ 
ing that aggressive attitude, so I 
took a closer look. This Gunner 
had Cobra two-into-one pipes 
in place of the stock dual ex¬ 
haust. What a difference! 

The 2015 Victory Gunner is 
the perfect bike for the aging 
sport rider who still wants the 
power and agility of a sport 
bike without compromising 
the comfort and longevity of a 
cruiser.

Proposed four-door version ofVW’sXLl will still sip fuel 

Volkswagen has put a four-door, four-seat version of the XL1 — its hyper-high-mileage 
laboratoiy-on-wheels — on the drawing board, says Britain’s Autocar magazine. VW 
might have more in mind for the groundbreaking XL1 than merely mining it for advan¬ 
ces to improve the next-generation Golf. Autocar projects that the changes necessary to 
move the XL1 into four-passenger territoiy could raise its weight to 940 kilograms from 
its current 795, with speculation that the rear seats would be staggered, as is the case 
with the fronts. Crucially, the magazine thinks the extra weight wouldn’t greatly change 
the two-seater XLl’s 0.9 L/100 1cm rating, “with tech tweaks and the aerodynamic benefit 
of a longer car” largely offsetting the four-door’s greater capacity.

Converting power more efficiently 
with the aid of 3 D printing 

A new development at the Oak Ridge National Labora- 
toiy in Tennessee could help build electric cars that are 
more powerful and energy-efficient. A smaller, lighter 
power inverter marries advances in 3D printing with 
new semiconductor technology. Power inverters are an 
essential part of any electric vehicle, explains Gizmag, 
as they take direct current stored in the battery pack 
and turn it into alternating current that feeds the mo¬ 
tor. The lab also used 3D printing to build about half 
of the inverter’s parts, which allowed the scientists to 
reduce weight and be more flexible in controlling heat.

brated against one another for 
a confident and stable feel on 
slippeiy surfaces. 

Featured content includes 
automatic lights, climate control 
and wipers, an up-level stereo 
system, push-button start, heat¬ 
ed leather, a power tailgate and 
plenty more. Look for units with 
two or three seating rows, blind- 
spot monitoring and adaptive 
xenon lights. 


Common Issues 


The most discussed issue on 
a used XC90 is transmission 
failure on models with the 
T6 engine, which was discon¬ 
tinued in 2007. In many cases, 
the transmission was replaced 
under warranty, but it’s best to 
simply avoid the T6. The newer 
engines have no concerns. 

Be sure to cycle the key

between On, Run and Start, 
several times, confirming that 
the key moves with ease. Any 
hesitation or failure to start 
could be a precursor to ignition 
switch failure. 

Other sporadic issues in¬ 
clude malfunctioning high- 
beams or rear wipers, and a 
possible water leak caused by 
the AC system that can result 
in a soggy passenger footwell. 

Finally, get your mechanic 
to inspect the transmission as¬ 
sembly and rear differential for 
signs of fluid leakage, caused 
by leaky axle seals.

The verdict 


For an SUV with a strong 
feeling of safety and confi¬ 
dence, a newer XC90 with 
the 3.2-litre engine and a 
full record of all servicing 
should satisfy. Avoid the 
earlier T6 models for max¬ 
imum peace of mind.
